And furthermoze alſo to geue admonition and warnyng,ſpecially tothe ſimple ſozt ofher good louyng ſub⸗ 
jectes,that they be no wyſe abuſed with the wicked practiſes of the ſayd tugittues and rebelles, by any their 
adherentes ſecretly remayning 02 repayꝛing into the Realme,and wandꝛing in coꝛners, mouyng good ſub⸗ 
iectes to be diſobedient to the la wes, and ſcattering falſe rumoꝛs and ne wes, both by ſpeache, and by bookes 
and wzytinges, onely ol intent to bzeake the common peace ofthe ſame, and to pꝛocurt moꝛe partners wit) 
them in their treaſons and rebellions. And therfoze her Maieſtie chargeth and commaundeth all maner 
her good ſubiectes, to be earneſtiy ware hereol, and to employ their vttermot diligence in the appꝛehention 
of ſuch ſecret perſwadozs of diſobedience, and bꝛeakyng oflawes, and of the ſowers and ſtirrers of ſedition, 
and ſpecially of ſuch as do os ſhall bung into the Kealme any ſeditious bookes, wyptinges, ar fuchyke trays 
terous deutſes agaynlt the lawes a gouernment of the Realme, oz any wyſe pꝛetudicial to the royall ſtate of 
her Maieſtie. And il any ſhalbe founde wyllingly to ayde 02 comfozt any ſuch leditious perſons inthetr ſayd 
malitious attemptes,02 ſhal receaue and kepe,oz conceale any maner of ſuch ſeditious bookes, wzptinges oz | 
bulles,in pꝛint 02 waitten,3 ſhal not pꝛelentip dicouer the ſaid perſons, and pꝛocire them to be apprehended, 
no cauſe the ſaid kynde of wzitinges to be ſpedyly pꝛelented to the ſuperiour officers,as hath ben by Pzocla- 
mation lately laſt ozdered and deuiſed: her Maieſtie geueth it to be vnderſtande, that then al and euery ſuch 
perſon ſo ollendyng after this admonition, ſhalbe taken, reputed, and puniſhed, as abettoꝛs a maynteynozs 
of the pzincipall Traytozs that were aucthozs of the ſame: Weanyngin this behalfe, conſydering this 
playne admonition, not to be hereafter moued to ſpare the execution ofſuch ollendoꝛs, vpon pꝛetence oꝛ alle- 
gation of u mplicitie 02 ignoꝛaunce, to excuſe their defaultes.
